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SACRAMENTO — The as
sembly has approved and sent
to the senate AB19 by Assem-
blyman Vincent Thomas (D-
San Pédro) which will permit
the new state college at Do-
minguez Hills to offer courses
in development and utilization
of ocean resources on an eco-
nomical basis.

The bill originally includ-
ed an appropriation for the
courses but this had been re-
moved. The bill went to the
senate for its consideration.
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
